Soothe the Savage Breast,” cutrios
ity about the cuisine of the Spanish
crew kept the crowd rooted to the

spot where 2200 pounds of meat
400 loaves of bread, 60 pounds o:
coffee and no knowing how many
bushels of beans gave promise of
an unusual, as well as appetizing

meal; so instead of the crowd going
to the Band, the Band came to the
crowd, just as ‘“‘the Mountain came
to Mahomet,” when Mahomet would
not go to the Mountain.

For those whose appetite was
whetted for Spanish eats by the
Barbecue bill of fare, here are some
recipes a-plenty:

Chili .Con Carne—One pound beef
cut into small slices, little chopped
{suet and salt, one Ilarge chopped
| onion and one button of garlic, one
t'zhleqpo(m chili powder, mix all in-
gredients together. Place in gran-
iteware pot in which has been heat-
ed two tablespoons lard, let it cook
ten minutes, stir constantly, then
add one quart hot water and cook
slowly till tender. <Tomatoes and
potatoes may be added to chili con

carne to suit taste, or tomatce:
served with it as separate dish. Also
frijoles (Bayo beans) are served

with chili con carne.

Spanish Beans—Two tablespoons
vinegar, one onion, two tablespoons
sugar, one pint pink beans; salt to
taste, one sprinkle cayenne, two
cups tomato, one-quarter of a red
pepper; soak beans over night and
boil until tender in salted water;
change water three times during
cooking, and be sure to add boiling
water each time; remove two-thirds
of beans and add remaining mater-
ials, except salt and butter, to beans
left in Kkettle, and boil 3% hour;
press these beans with onion, etc.,
through a sieve, and add water they
were boiled in; pour over the whole
beans, heat -again, adding four
tablespoons butter and salt to taste.
scald quart white corn meal, salt
and add one and one-quarter cups

leaf lard; mix well; cut and wash
husks and soak for three hours;
spread meal in husks; place beef in
center of meal, then roll. Place

them in steamer and steam at boil-

ween hands until it makes
round cake; cook on gridle
brown, '

Soak a teaspoon of granulnted
gelatine in two teaspoons of cold|
water and dissolve it in a cup of
hot milk—then work the milk with
a wooden spoon into half a pound
of peanut butter in mixing bowl.
Pour "into round molds which have[
been immersed in cold water and!
allow butter to harden. |

Add two teaspoonsful of boiling |
water to the sugar and butter you
cream for cake and it will make a
very fine grained cake.
